THE 15TH STREET PRESBY-
TERIAN CHURCH.

A proposition has been made to the
trustees of the 15th St. Presbyte-
rian church for the purchase of
that edifice. The sum that has
been offered is 50,000. That
amount is not sufficient. If a
reasonable sum is offered, say
about 80 or 90 thousand dollars it
would be an inducement for the
congregation to sell. Otherwise
we would advise the trustees and'
members not to sell. From the
start we did not favor the sale of
the church at any price. For the
amount of money we have sug-
gested would enable the congre-
gation to build a fine structure in
a vicinity equally as popular as
the one in which the church is
now situated. As a matter of fact,
there are but a few members who
have kept the church up anyway,
while others have had a great deal
to say but pay no money. Let it
go at 80 or 90 thousand.

Mil. DOUGLASS' BANQUET.

The greatest surprise that met
the eyes of Mr. Douglass last week
after having been greeted by 2000
people, was the 4slimly attended
and poorly arranged banquet that
was held in the basement of the
Metropolitan church. The supper
waB served by Mr. Levi Cromvell
of Philadelphia, we are told, as
there were no caterers in this city
who could serve the supper as
well as Mr. Cromwell. Not even
Mr. John A Gray or Mr. Jas. L.
Thomas who have served the
largest dinners and suppers of any
men in the country. Those who
took part in the banquet were
taxed three dollars a plate. The
menu was as follows: Oysters raw
on shell, mock turtle, salmon, lob-

ster sauce, croquetts aud broiled
oysters, deviled crabs, chicken
salid and firied oysters, tomatto
naiad aud crakers, ice cream, as-

sorted cakes and crakers and ice
water. This is what we call a
cold banquet and even Mr. Doug-
lass was compelled to leave before
he was sufficiently served.

Although three dollars was paid
by those who attendtd the ban-
quet, the committee is still in
debt and an additional tax of one
dollar is to be made, we under-
stand. If the committee would only
hand us over the additional
amount to be collected we assure
them that we will show some-
thing for it.

ETERNAL VIGILANCE.

Nothing was dearer to the Roman
people than eternal vigilance. Ic
was that which made Caesar mas-
ter of the world, it was that which
led Cicero to the discovery of the
Cataliue conspiracy aud the over-
throw of one of the most profligate
and arch traitors known to an-
tiquity; it was eternal vigilance that
emancipated over four millions of
slaves, and placed America upon a
snre and substantial foundation,
which to-da- y is one of the most
prosperous countries on the globe.
While America has the name of
being a republican form of govern-
ment it lacks many principles be- -

rore it win oe one in tact. A gov
ernment which is powerless to pro-
tect all of its citizens in their civil
and political rights falls short of
being a government of,.fpr and by
the people. Our American laws
are defective, they are construed in

-- &

certain sections of the country to
suit certain-peopl- e to the detriment
of a class that is characterised as
inferiors.

There must be a change in the
body-politi- c, and a new party must
be born before all citizens will be
placed upon an equal footing. The
ostracised race must embrace every
opportunity that tends to its ele-

vation and recognition of every
constitutional right. The Ameri-
can constitution was formed to
suit the convenience of a past age,
and were it not so, the 13, 14 aud
15 amendments to it would have
been unnecessary. These amend-
ments had to be added to protect a
certain class, and a portion of
which have been declared unconsti-
tutional by the Supreme Court,
thus leaving it to the states to set-

tle all questions pertaining to the
rights and liberties of a certain
class of citizens for which they
were adopted. It is indeed strange
that certain white citizens can be
protected against the insurrections
of the Indians by a proclamation of
the chief executive and the same
executive is powerless to protect a
civilized class of citizens against
the outrages perpetrated upon
them by another class. When it
comes to protect a Negro in his po-

litical rights there is no law in the
statute books applicable to reach
his case. The constitution is not
only defective but powerless to a
certain extent. In many instances
the government has nlaved the
part of a coward, especially in its
dealings with foreign powers. It
has allowed her ships to be seized,
and American citizens to be killed
aud arrested without demanding or
forcing an apology from the offend-
ing foreign power. Our navy is a
farce and the army could be sent to
the happy hunting grounds by the
smallest foreign government on the
globe. We meddle too much with
England and Ireland's home rule
policy. It is as much as we can do
to attend to the euemies within our
own country, without interfering
with Great Britain, The Negroes
in the South need all the protection
that their government can give
them. There are traitors within our
own household, and thieves who
daily scheme to overthrowour gov-
ernment, but, it seems as if we dis-
regard the warnings and seek to
protect those who have no mfre
interest in the prosperity of our
government than the potent pow-
er of Russia.

A BLACK RIOT.

Houston, Tex., Sept. 2G.-W- ord

was brought in last evening that
an insurrection was imminent a
mong the blacks in Matagorda
County. The Sheriff of Matagorda
County sent a courier to Sheriff
Hickley, of Brazoria County, ask-
ing for immediate assistance to put
down an insurrection.

The courier states that over 200
negroes were under arms iu Mat-
agorda and that the excitement
amonsj the whites was very great.

The. trouble arose over an at-

tempt of a colored constable to ar-
rest a --white man who resided on
Caney Creek. The coustable was
found dead, lying in the water of
the creek, and the negroes believe
that he was murdered by white
men of the vicinity because he had
a warrant for one of their number

Later reports last night stated
that Sheriff Hickley had raised a
posse of fifty mounted white men
and started for MGatagorda, while
the Sheriff oi Matagorda County
was en route to the scene of the
trouble with 100 mounted men.

At noon to-d- ay the af-armin-

port reached this city that the
Sheriffs' forces have --.arrived, and

Fish, Curtis, Oregorj-- ; penmanship
and music, Messrs. Francis "Whel
pley, Ros?; industrial education
and drawing, Messrs. Curtis, Fish
Cornish; library and annual report
Messrs. Witmer, Darlington,
and Gregory.

Mr. Curtis nomma eel tne fol-

These
nominations were confirmed.

Mr. Ross submitted for appoint-
ment as substitute teachers in the
second division the follovviug
names: Miss Katie Shermerhorn,
Miss A. K. Keyser, Miss Blanche
Smith, Miss Jannie Donoran, Miss
Florence Ball.

Prof. Gregory said that it was a
very important matter to regulate
the pay of principals in the county
so that they would be more on an
equality with the principals in the
city. As it was now the tendency
was to look forward to an appoint-
ment in the city, where the pay is
higher. The resolution was ' refer-
red to the committee on ways and
means. Mr. Cornish presented a pe-

both church, where was lo-

cated asking the approval ot the
board in tneir dismissal of the jan-
itor and the appointment of a new
janitor. The new janitor was stated
to be N- - Janifer, aud this appoint-
ment was confirmed. Mr. Dar-
lington from the High school com-
mittee, said that the attendance
exceeded the capacity, and he
moved that the pr.ncipal be author
ized to hold half day schools.
